riance with their Neighbours without 
being willing to be reconciled ;—Such 
as have done Wrong, and will not 
make Satisfaction, as they are able ;— 
Laſtly, Such as go out of mere Cuftom, 
without conſidering the End or Benefit 
of this Ordinance, and return to their 
uſual finful Liberties, as ſoon as the 
Service is over, 

All ſuch ought to know, that they 
went unworthily ; and if they have 
any true Concern for their Souls, they 
will conſider their Ways, and turn to 
the Lord by a ſuitable Repentance, be- 
fore they preſume to go again to the 
Lord's Supper. 

But then let them not, at the Peril of 
their Souls, deal deceitfully, and make 
this a Pretence of neglecting to go to 
this Ordinance for the ſuture; leſt they 
provoke God o leave them lo them- 
ſelves, which is one of the greazeſt 
Judgments that can befal them. 
On the other Hand, let not any well- 
meaning Chriſtian be diſcouraged with

Change wrought in them which they 
hoped for; but let them confider, that 
a State of Holineſs and Perfection is not
